CIRCULATION of books at 
the Sierra Madre Library, 
incidentally, has doubled 
since the building was opened 
in 1955, according to figures 
released by Miss Ruth Cain, 
head librarian. 

In May of 1955, for exam¬ 
ple, -1,024 books were checked 
out. By January of 1959, the 
figure had risen to 8,396. 'I’he 
increase has been steady 
nearly every month for the 
past four years, with the e.x- 
ceptio*! of a few dips. 

More books apparently arc 
read in March than in any 
other month, while Septem¬ 
ber seems to be the "low 
reading month.” 

In March of 1948, approxi¬ 
mately 700 more volumes 
were circulated than in Feb¬ 
ruary of that same year.

Requests for a serious study 
of a wage hike and Social 
Security benefits for classi¬ 
fied employes of the Pasa¬ 
dena school system received 
a three-month standoff by 
the Board Tuesday night. 

The Board, while it re¬ 
ferred both requests to the 
administration, was reluc¬ 
tant to order a study until it 
knows the outcome of the 
State Legislation providing 
survivors’ benefits under the 
present state retirement sys¬ 
tem. "fhe outcome will ’'X?

MILTON L. MOST, repre¬ 
sentative of Local 606, Pasa¬ 
dena School Employees, AFL- 
CIO, who said the group rep¬ 
resents about 200 of the 
estimated 900 classified em¬ 
ployes, made Ijoth requests 
of the Board. 

He agreed that the cost of 
Social Security benefits, if 
all the classified employes 
ask for them, would prob¬ 
ably run about $95,000 a 
year. 

He said, however, that the 
employes would not have to 
take Social Security benefits 
if they did not wish to do so. 

DR. ROBERT E. JENKINS, 

superintenderit of schools, 
indicated to the Board that 
no serious study of the Social 
Security request should be 
undertaken until the outcome 
of the amendment to the 
State Retirement Act is 
kribwn. 

Mr. Most had pointed out 
that the present retirement 
system has no benefits for 
survivors. 

He also told the Board he 
will soon request a specific 
wage hike figure. 

HE SAID that the chief 
administrative officer of Los 
Angeles County estimates 
wages will rise 11 per cent in 
the next two years.

It must be to divide up even 
a ton of coffee beans into 
groups of four, and then to 
compare them, bean against 
bean, so as to select only the 
one which is most perfect by 
every test.

Bacteria Develops Resistance to Penicillin

Acute venereal disease 
may not be a medical chap¬ 
ter of the past, a Wisconsin 
physician reported in a re¬ 
cent issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Dr. Ernst Epstein of Marsh¬ 
field, Wis., based his con¬ 
clusion on a study which in¬ 
dicated that the bacterium 
causing one form of ve¬ 
nereal disease—gonorrhea— 
is developing a resistance to 
therapeutic penicillin injec¬ 
tions. 

He pionted out that it pre¬ 
viously had been assumed 
that acute gonorrhea had 
largely been bani.shed by 
penicillin. As a result of this 
study the situation is now 
changed. "No longer can 
acute gonorrhea be consid¬ 
ered lightheartedly as a dis¬ 
ease with certain cure and 
less disability than a com¬ 
mon cold,” he said. 

DH. EPSTEIN'S opinions 
are based on a study con¬ 
ducted in 1958 while he was 
.serving as a captain in the 
Army medical corps in Ko¬ 
rea. 

The study included the 


examination and treatment 
of 146 servicemen infected 
with gonorrhea. They were 
given a series of five daily 
injections of penicilln. Re¬ 
sults indicate a 20 per cent 
failure to cure the disease. 

Commenting on this fact. 
Dr. Epstein said, “A 20 per 
cent treatment failure rate 
is both unusual and unsatis¬ 
factory.” Previous studies 
cited by the physician indi¬ 
cate a treatment failure be¬ 
tween 1 and 5 per cent. 

The doctor discarded rein¬ 
fection as a factor in the 
high percentage of failure. 
He said, “All patients were 
restricted to Army com¬ 
pounds for two weeks and 
carefuliy questioned regard¬ 
ing further sexual contacts. 

"These considerations do 
not rule out the possibility 
that an occasional treatment 
failure was the result of re¬ 
infection. However, they do 
eliminate reinfection as an 
explanation for the 20 per 
cent failure rate.” 

DR. EPSTEIN attached 
"grave significance” to the 
study. “It is probably only a 
matter of time until penicil¬ 
lin resistance will be met on 
an increa.sing scale all over 
the world." 

To combat this new im¬ 
munity, Dr. Epstein called 
for more careful and pro 


longed follow-up studies 
coupled with other exhaus¬ 
tive tests to find a cure. 

Dr. Epstein is now engaged 
in the private practice of 
medicine in Marshfield.
